MISS WEST GIVES 
THOUGHTFUL MESSAGE

Telling of the struggle for suprem- 
acy of the varying religious in India 
Miss Nellie West held the thoughtful 
attention of her audience on the occa- 
sion of her final message in United 
Church Sunday last prior to sailing 
Tuesday next from Vancouver tor 
Calcutta, which place she expects to 
reach about October 16th, 

On being frequently asked why 
Mahatmi Gandi had faded from news- 
paper headlines of late, Miss West 
stated that when the Mahatmi at the 
Imperial Conference in London 
about five years ago had spoken for 
the depressed classes of India, his 
right to do so had been questioned by 
Dr, Ambedkar, Miss West told of 60,- 
000,000 natives who were’ throwing 


off the yoke of Hinduism and their 
struggle to accept the religion con- 
sidered by them the best, At an All 
Religions Conference held last May 


in Calcutta advocates of the various 
religions were given a stated time in 
which to put forth the claims of their 
religious taiths, and to decide which 
religion gave to their people the great 
est all round benefits. Each faith was 
allotted one hour in which to set 
forth their pleas, A committee of 
judges with Dr Ambedkar, as Presid- 
ent is sifting the truthhs from these 


statements, and also watching the 
lives of the people to see how _ far 
these improve their every day life
